Call Wilson Quitter. 
Johnson recited each of ths prin- 


ciples enunciated by Wilson and 
which he declares were beaten and 
abandoned in Paris. He said they 
were American principles. 
As he- 


went on, and shouted 'but as Clem- 
enceau grimaced" or "Japan shook 
her head, who quif" the crowd 
lumped to Its teet and yelled back: 


"Wilson." 
Johnson declared the country had 


been flooded with government prop- 
aganda for the last two jears, prop- 
aganda for which the people paid, 
landing those in power. 


"We have been picking our pockets 


to poison our mind?," he declared and 
again the big audience let loose a 
thousand lunged yell.

as to textual amendments and as to 
proposed reservations. As far as the 
proposed textual amendments are 
concerned, we see no reason to dis- 
cuss their character at length 
'In our opinion they have no merit, 


but whether good, bad or indifferent 
their adoption by the senate can have 
no possible effect except to defeat 
the participation of the United States 
in the treaty. To adopt any one of 
them, therefore, Is equal to rejecting 
the treaty 


Takes Issue With Other Report. 
"The suggestion of the majority 
report that the peace conference is 
still to session in Paris and could 
consider any textual amendments to 
the treaty made by the Senate and 
that German representatives could 
h« brought to Paris for that purpose 
indicates a total misconception of 
the situation 
The peace conference 
has actfd finally upon this treaty 
Great Britain has ratified it, France 
Is about to do so, and with the ac- 
tion of one other power It will in 
all human probability be in actua 
operation even before the senate oi 
the United States reaches a decision 
Moreover, the peace conference has 
Up further power to bring German 
renresentatives to Paris" 


The power of compulsion has been 


exhausted 
Germany was told where 
to sign and when to sign and when to 
ratifv, and Oertnanv has closed the 
chapter by signing and by ratifying 
Germany cannot be compelled to d< 
anything more or different with re- 
gard to this treaty by being con- 
fronted with an amended treaty, 
whether once a. month, a day, or 
week.

NEW MEN LIABLE TO INJURY. 


Most Accidents Due to UnfarnilUrity 


•With-Shop Practices. 


' According to a circular Issued by 
the safety bureau of the Pennsylva- 
nia railroad men who are unfamiliar 
with shop. practices, and who have 
been employed in, the shops only a 
short time are most liable to acci- 
dents. It is found that these men are 
the receivers of more injuries than 
any others and that they cause more 
accidents that injure -othersv than 
those men who have been in 
the 


service of the company for 'a longer 
time. 


The circular states that during the 


month of'June on the lines west of 
Pittsburgh, 40 employes,who were,in 
t^e service of the company one year 
or less-suffered injuries-and that.four 
of these • met with fatal accidents. 
This total is more'than-one-half of all 
the injuries suffered during that time. 
Two-fifths of these injuries occurred 
to men who had.worked for the com- 
pany six months-or less, and one- 
fifth, of the total number occurred to 
those in the service of the railroad 
one. month or less. 


According to this data it may be 
seen that the man unfamiliar to the 
work is expensive to himself, to the 
company and to those working with 
him.

The safety, department Is endeavor- 


ing tovtake steps to see that all new 
men will have proper instruction-as 
.to how accidents may be avoided, as 
well-as to how to property apply their 
energies to the new work. By this 
means it is thought that better serv- 
ice can be obtained from new men 
with less danger to themselves an$ 
to those-working with them.

WASTING AUTOMOBILES. 


Parked in the open at Camp Holrtbird, are 


1,300 
pleasure cars, 4,761 trucks, 1,087 ambu-1 


lances, and 
!i,66() motorcycles. 
Besides these 


there are 560 trucks and pleasure ears condemned 
as "unserviceable." 
More than this, automo- 


biles have been coming to Camp Holabird from 
the factories ever since the armistice was signed, 
and this, too. although there was a surplus of cars 
on hand at the camp last November. These great 
collections of cars, representing an outlay ofi 
millions of public money, have been allowed to 
stand in the open without other protection than 
that of an occasional brushing of the metal parts 
with a prrease compound. To perform this work 
an array of ],800 enlisted men, 1,800 civilians, 
and fifty officers is maintained. 


What aggravates this genuine abomination is 


that state highway commissions all over the 
country have been making insistent and impor- 
tunate demands for these trucks which are ur- 
gently needed for public work in carryiog out 
the provisions of the Good Roads law. But all 
in vain. The war department shows itself to be 
a receiving but not a disbursing body insofar as 
automobiles are concerned.* 


In justice to Colonel Chitty, commandant at 


the camp, it is to be said that he has testified be- 
fore a congressional committee, his evidence 
being sustained by Mayor Evans and Captain 
Crane, that he has repeatedly called the attention 
of the war department, to the shameful waste- 
fulness involved in the policy followed but has 
been unable to elicit even so much as a promise 
of remedying it. The automobiles which should 
be sold at onee are kept "in storage"'and al- 
lowed to deteriorate in value while a large force 
of men is kept hi camp at public expense to main- 
tain repairs and act as guards over them. 


Is it any wonder that taxes are high when 


criminal extravagance of this kind is practiced 
as it is practiced in every department of the fed- 
eral government? 


AN ABOMINABLE CONDITION.

No reasonable or fair person will deny, we 


assume, that the first duty of a public servant 
is to the public, and by the public is meant the 
whole public, not a portion of it or a class within 
it. No man can serve two masters and when one, 
who is emplo'yed to protect the interests of'the 
whole people, bows allegiance to an organization 
which is composed of only a part of the people, 
that one is wrong. 


Nor will any' reasonable or fair person deny, 


we assume, that in this country the people should 
rule, and that when any organization or class sets 
its authority above the authority of the whole 
people that organization or class is wrong. 


These observations are called forth ,by the 


amazing action of the Boston policeniln, who 
disregarding-their oath of office and their duty 
to the public which employed them, deliberately 
struck because the public refused to recognize 
the authority of a class as superior to its own. 
By striking as they did these policemen proved 
conclusively the worst contention against their 
affiliation with a labor union—that they placed 
its interests above the interests of the public and 
recognized its authority as superior to the au- 
thority of the public. A policeman's duties are 
not dissimilar to those of a soldier. Indeed, he 
is a civil soldier. Yet what would we think of 
An army that looked to a union rather than to its 
officers for its orders? What would such an army 
amount to? And against what could it avail? 
It would be a failure and in case of war would 
perish miserably. The same thing is true of a 
police force. It cannot bear a divided allegiance 
and in attempting such a thing would prove a 
dismal failure. 


The outcome of the Boston difficulty will be 


watched with absorbing interest and if any po- 
liceman going out on this strike anfl leaving the 
city to the mercies of mob law, is ever restored 
to his office it will be a sad commentary on Bos- 
ton's regard for the public welfare. It will augur 
ill for the future. 


FOE A CHILDREN'S HOSPITAL. 


When the Junior Red Cross concluded opera- 


tions in this city last fall, the sum of $1,500 re- 
maining in the treasury was invested in liberty 
bonds and deposited as a nucleus for a children's 
hospital in Fort Wayne. 


Isn't it high time that some action were taken 


looking to the furtherance of this worthy project? 


Inasmuch as a continuance of the Junior Red 


Cross society would involve a surrender of the 


^larger portion of the funds subscribed to the 
parent society outside the city, it would seem 
proper that in the public and parochial schools 
of Fort Wayne, a children's hospital society be 
formed, this society, requiring a membership fee 
of twenty-five or fifty cents a year, and raising 
other funds by entertainment and solicitation. 


Such an organization, it is needless to say, if 


cordially supported and intelligently managed 
would speedily raise the money necessary to pro- 
mote the great end in view and would as well 
, serve the purpose of enlisting the personal in- 
'terest of every child in this city in the project.

MR. FAIRBANKS' MISTAKE. 


Mrs. 
Timmons, the daughter of the late 


Charles Warren Fairbanks, has instituted a suit 
in the courts of Indianapolis to break his will, 
averring in her complaint that at the time the 
instrument was drawn his mind was clouded and 
that he was subject to the undue and malign in- 
fluence of his sons. Now, no one who was ac- 
quainted with Mr. Fairbanks doubts for a mo- 
ment that he was in full possession of his facul- 
ties when he drew his will or that he disposed 
of his property exactly as he personally wishe'd 
to dispose of it. Least, of all, we undertake it, 
does Mrs. Timmons herself have doubts on the 
subject. She knows very well why her father 
chose ,to leave her an "annuity of $15,000 rather 
than the direct control of a large property, and 
her suit, therefore, is merely based on the as- 
sumption that she can persuade a jury that she 
was ill-treated. There is in America a peculiar 
inclination to deny the owner of property the 
privilege of disposing of this property to suit 
himself, provided his will runs contrary to the 
disposition that would be made of liis holdings 
under the law did he die intestate, and as a very 
usual thing will breaking suits are successful. 
About the only way to beat them is to leave 
about half one's estate for some popular public 
benevolence, an action which somehow seems to 
have the effect of proving one's soundness of 
mind and memory beyond the peradventure of a 
doubt. 


Mrs. 
Timmons, or her lawyer, understands this 


fondness of the American juror for upsetting 
the wills of other men and she is simply pre- 
suming on it. She believes that she will be able 
to persuade the twelve good men and true that 
she was discriminated against and she realizes 
that this is all that is necessary for her to do. 
The juror's oath, the la\v, and the evidence are 
incidents of merely trifling import that are easily 
and hastily brushed aside. 


Mr. Fairbanks was a wisje man of cool and 


discerning -judgment, but he made the common 
but fatal mistake of not disposing of his property 
before he died. That's a plan that leaves the 
lawyers nothing but the bones to quarrel over 
and which certainly discourages litigation. By 
the way, there'll be some rich pickings for the 
legal brethren in the Fairbanks case, to say 
nothing of a rare old rattling of family skeletons.

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DRIVING A BASH IN. 


Mrs. S. Gamp is b'ack.

been away on a case. She seems as 
industrious as ever. She works long 
after the doctor has come and gone, 
and her work counts for something 
in the mortality statistics, too. 
Her latest" warning to anxious 


mothers concerns the care of chil- 
dren with eruptive fevers such as 
scarlet fever and measles. 
Mrs. 


Gamp has if from an old doctor that 
such patients should not be bathed, 
lest you "drive in the rash." More- 
over, according to Mrs. Gamp, it-is 
equally dangerous to permit a child 
with scarlet fever or measles to have 
fresh air, for foul air, according to 
her notions, also tends to preserve an 
invalid's vitality, just as filth does.

Service is Restored After 


Strenuous Time. 


When a man has been a railroader 


for nearly half a century, it goes 
without saying that he has had hair- 
breadth escapes galore and if all the 
exciting incidents in the life of F. A.

I was fortunate and;en- 
countered them many times, having 
nine official scores to my credit axid 
four unofficial destructions, and my 
experiences were that when I en> 
countered a lone German plane, I at- 
most always discovered, sooner or 
later, that he was merely a decop, 
and found myself subject of an unex- 
pected attack from the rear

Disinfect Buildings Thoroughly 
It is .ilso essential, just before the 


pullets are quartered in their new lo- 
cation, to'clean out and disinfect the 
buildings thoroughly and to provide 
plenty of clean, dry litter. The house 
-should be scrutinized carefully as to 
need for repairs. Be sure that the 
sides, ends and roof are weather- 
proof, and the building is open suffi- 
ciently in fiont that it will not sweat 
from inadequate ventilation. 


As a rule tfye same ration that 


makes giowth, also produces plenty 
of eggs, so that it is not necessary 
to make much change in the pullet 
dietary at the approach of cold wea- 
ther. It is worthv of special mention 
that the United States Department of 
Aftricultuie, at the government ex- 
peument faim, Heltsville, Md , kept 
a numbei of hens fojr a period of ovei 
tluee >enrs on a ration which con- 
tained no wheat, or wheat products 
and got good production.

The best way is to pull up the vines 


with the green tomatoes on them and 
hang them in the cellar or other shel- 
tered place or pick the tomatoes and 
place them in a sash-covered cold 
frame, and cover them with straw or 
leaves, to ripen. Even tomatoes that 
appear to be perfectly green will, if 
of good size and the/ seed mature, 
ripen sufficiently for use as fresh 
tomatoes. 
The quality of the 'tomatoes will 


probably be better if ,they are left on 
the vines and they will continue in 
usable condition for a Tnuch longer 
time, but they may be ripened suc- 
cessfully by plucking them from the 
vines and placing them, in a single 
layer on a shelf in the cellnr. Tins 
may be the better plan for some 
back yard gardeners who have not 
sufficient space to hang up the vines. 
1 
Corn. 


The late corn patch, also, Is likely 


to have a wee"k er ten.days of table 
service in It when the first frost warn- 
ing comes. It is not necessary to lose 
the green corn. Pluck the ears, leav- 
ing the husks on, and place them on 
the cellar floor with no two ears 
touching. 
The corn will remain in 


good condition for ten days or longer. 
Even if you have no cellar or other 
place where the ears can be spread, 
it is not necessary to lose the corn. 
Cut the stalks, leaving the ears on, 
and shock them in the garden. The 
corn will probably not remain in good 
condition so long as i$ properly stored 
on the cellar floor and it becomes 
toughened, but the season for using 
it can be extended several days. ^" 


Beans and Pea*. 


There may be beans and peas not 


quite fully matured. 
If you have 


space in which > to keep them under 
cover, pull HP tne vines by the roots, 
hang them up and let the pods dry 
out. Then shell the beans or peas, 
put them in bags, hang in a well- 
ventilated dry place, and keep tnem 
for winter use. This, of course, can- 
not be done if the beans or peas are 
too immature. Canning is the only 
means of saving them under that 
conriition. 
The curing on the \ine 


method, however, is the best plan for 
curing navy and other bush beans 


when they are fully mature. 


, 
Utilize the Cellar. 


The cellar, if there is one, other- 


wise a pit in the garden, may be 
made to cave for most of the other 


vegetables in good condition. Place 
a board or piece of tin over the hay 
at the apex of the cone and weight it 
down to keep it in place. If the earth 
pver the entire f wrface of the mound 
is firmed down with the back of the 
shovel and a shallow trench dug 
around the base of the mound with 
an outlet so that the water will drain 
away, the vegetables may "be kept 
practically dry for any length of 
time. As the weather- becomes colder, 
it will be necessary to increase the 
thickness of the earth covering to six 
or eight inches. In very cold weather 
it is advisable to put on an additional 
covering of straw, fodder, manure, or 
other litter. 


Cabbage and Turnip*. 


For cabbages and turnips, tlie earth 


mound is a better storage place than 
the cellar. 
Both turnips and cab- 


bages give off odors that, if stored In 
the cellar, will permeate the house 
and become very disagreeable. 
The 


method of storing cabbages may vary 
somewhat from the regular pit or 
mound 
A very satisfactory method 


is to pull the plants, roots and all 
and place them in a long pit, either 
on their sides or with the heads down 
then cover lightly with straw and a 
layer of earth. A few heads may be 
removed from time to time without 
disturbing the remainder of the pit 
Another good method is to pull the 
heads, roots and all, and set them 
side by side, with the roots down, In 
shallow trenches, making a bed of 
whatever size may be necessary 
Around the bed erect a frame of rails 
boards, or poles, or by driving down 
a row of stakes so that an inclosure 
«f)out two feet in height is formed 
Bank the outside of this frame with 
dirt and place poles across* the top, 
covering them with Straw, hay, corn 
fodder, or pine boughs. Make pro- 
vision • for cutting^ cfff the cabbage 
heads •'from one end of the pit as 
needed. 
When the heads are > cut, 


leave the roots in position, arid in-the 
spring these roots will sprout and 
supply an abundance of greens. 
Care of Celery. 


A similar pit may be made for 


celery, though the dirt should be ex- 
cavated to a depth of about fourteen 
inches. However, celery may be kept 
until extreme cold weather tn the 
position where it grew by banking 
enough earth about the plants to hold 
the stems in a compact bunch. Just 
before freezing occurs bank the, earth 
up to the very tops of the plants, al- 
most covering them. As the weather 
becomes colder, cover the ridge "with 
straw, corn fodder, or pine boughs 
held in place by stakes or boards. 
r 


Pumpkins and Squashes. 


Pumpkins and squashes may be 


kept for winter use in-a dry storage 
room in the basement, placing them 
in rows on shelves, so that they are 
not in contact with each other.

Teachers will 
be held responsible for the follow- 
ing instruction in the agricultural 
classes during the scholastic year- 
just opening; poultry culling, wheat 
treatment, seed corn selection, seed 
corn testing, and oats treatment de- 
monstrations.

1C congress in its •wisdom sees fit to give these 
railroad men their demands, we ask that congress shall 
also buy all of the farms in the United States, with 
their equipment, and employ all of the farmers to op- 
erate them, paying to the farmers a wage equal to 
two-thirds of the hourly wage that the average railway 
employes receives; and then sell all farm, products to 
the consumer at cost 


Well, why not? The plan is fairer and more 


equable than the Plumb plan, for it merely in- 
volves the paying of the farmer a wage equal to 
two-thirds the wage of the average railway em- 
ploy and allows the farm profits to go to the 
public. The railroaders ask, however, that they 
themselves share largely in the profits of the 
railroads. 
The proposition of the farmers is 


really more entitled to consideration than is the 


Plumb plan" and represents more intelligence 


and more common honesty. But the whole prop- 
osition is unthinkable and absurd. If the gov- 
ernment is going to benefit any class in this man- 
ner it must benefit every class. It must, for ex- 
ample, seize the knitting mills for the benefit of 
the employes of these mills and pay for them out 
of the federal treasury. It must seize the tele- 
graph and telephone lines, the coal mines, the 
express companies, the gas plants, and, in fact, 
all other public or quasi-public institutions of a 
similar nature. And this from the very nature 
of things it cannot do. Indeed, the government 
is already hard put to pay the interest on its 
debts which each month are piling up in an ap- 
palling fashion. 


Indeed, isn't it about time for the public to 


come down out of the clouds, forget its bolshe- 
vistic notions, and go to work? Our common 
sense should tell us that the good things of this 
world are to be secured only by work and that 
those who attempt to beguile us by the plea that 
luxury is the creature of edict are charlatans and 
demagogues.

THE HUMP NOSE. 


An unnatural hump on the bridge 


of the nose is due either to thick- 
ening and overdevelopment of the 
bone or to a former fracture of the 
nose. With the hump, which is high 
up on the bridge of the nose, there 
is often associated a deviation to one 
side of the tip of the nose. 
The desire of a person with a hump 


nose to have the hump removed is 
not always due to vanity, for some- 
times the deformity is a definite 
handicap in social or business life. 
In the past, however, physicians 
have too frequently neglected such 
cases and as a natural result victims 
li'ave drifted into the hands of plaus- 
ible quacks and beauty specialists 
who foist upon the unhappy victims i 
various worthless medicaments and 
appliances whose sole virtue seems 
to be costliness. 
' 


Since these humps are cartilage or 


bone deformities, nothing but the 
knife can alter them. And success- 
ful surgery here calls for a thorough 
training and practice on the cadaver, 
not for great eloquence or persuasive 
power such as the quack brings to 
play. 


The operation Is done under local 
anasthesia, 
the 
surgeon 
working 


within the nostrils so that no surface 
scar shall be produced. The excess 
bone is sawed oft with a delicate 
nasal saw introduced through the 
nostril and manipulated under the 
unbroken skin of the nose. Of course 
this requires the special skill grained 
by long experience in the surgical 
treatment of nose and throat dis- 
eases and the operation is strictly 
one for the competent nose and 
throat specialist.
